through but that the sewer was more 
or less clogged by rocks caving In 
from the masonry of tho sewer. As 
these are valuable stones the engineer 
was instructed to report on the cost 
of removing them for use somewhere 
else.

The great 
volume of water that pours over 
Niagara Falls has been thousands of 
years in making an . impression of a 
loot, and figuring on this basts the 
stones in tue Chillicothe street sewer 
would be damaged thirty cents' worth 
in two thousand years.

was given permisison to buy it. at a 
cost of about $18 per car. 


A resoluiton was introduced com- 


pelling property 
owners ou Chilli- 


cothe street, between Front and Mill, 
to repair their pavements. Resolu- 
tion No. 2 complained about 
the 


pavement in front of the Arlington 
Hotel and ordered it repaired. 


The engineer was instructed to re- 


port how to properly grade the streets 
ai Sixth and Court to secure proper 
drainage 
without rebuilding 
the 


pavements. 


A crossing was ordered put in at 


Eleventh and Lawson. nt ;i cost of 
815. 


The county commissioners put a 


sewer through the hospital grounds 
some time ago, to the detriment of 
the property. They forgot to consult 
council about the matter and Mr.

Citizens' Savings Bank 


Get a Seventeen Per Cent Dividend 


On Demand from Assignee—Many 
Have Already Had This Amount. 


No doubt many of the creditors of 


the defunct Citizens' Savings bank 
are congratulating themselves today 
over the hope of deriving an addi- 
tional seventeen percent, dividend, 
lu this many of them will be disap- 
pointed. Jt is true the summing up 
in the court's finding in the matter 
shows a balance of SOU,286.47 in the 
hands of . tho assignee. This state-i 
ment has some strong strings at- 
tached, and if all tho creditjrs^think 
they will receive seventeen per cent 
by demanding same from the assignee 
they will SOOD change their minds, as 
there is not this amount of money in 
the hands of the assignee—possibly 
not one-half that amount. There is. 
however, tins amount less the amount 
paid out by Mr. Ovcrturf while he 
had charge of the affairs of the bank. 
Under the reassignment that was 
granted on the petition of 90 percent 
of the creditors and during the time 
he had chargc,a great many drew out 
their dividend -some 20, 30, 50, 00 
and 90 per cent, while others have 
not received anything. Those who 
failed in getting their proportion at 
the time have tthe right to demand 
the payment of this seventeen per 
cent. Their demands may not bring 
the cash, however, as the assingec 
may resist the payment 
on 
the 


ground that he should not be held 
accountable for the actions of Mr.

Paris, Nov. 17.—The Spanish mem- 


bers of the peace commission presented 
* written answer to the American de- 
mand for control of the Philippines. 
The meeting was then adjourned till 
Saturday without the document being 
rend. The Spaniards do not recede 
from their position that Spain must 
uontro! the islands, and propose, that 
the construction to he placed on the 
words "the control and disposition ot 
tho government" be referred to ar- 
bitration. 


In signifying their willingness to 


submit the Philippine article ot the 
protocol to a third party for construc- 
tion, the Spanish commissioners urged 
that as there is obviously a difference 
»f opinion regarding the phrase, "the 
control, disposition and government of 
Uie Philippines," possibly the result of 
a misunderstanding, the Spaniards 
should no more be asked to surrender 
their view than the Americans to sur- 
render theirs. Tho memorandum points 
out that a deadlock exists, which might 
be broken by arbitration on the con- 
tending views, to which the Spanish 
commissioners are quite ready to sub- 
mit. Tho latter declare that they have 
no idea of suggesting arbitration as 
tb the mala issue, which touches tho 
national honor, besides, but they arc 
milling to accept exterior aid to clear 
the path of negotiation. 


It Is safe to say that the American 


•iommissioners will not consent to m- 
voko exterior aid to construe the terms 
•>f their own protocol. 


Another part oJ the Spanish mem- 


orandum flatly asserts, upon the au- 
thority of M. Cambon's reports of the 
protocol negotiations between Wash- 
ington and Madrid through him, that 
President McKinley at no time ob- 
jected to Spain's reservation of her 
jovereiguty In the Philippines. This 
allegation Is directly opposed to the 
American record on the same subject. 
Judge Day's note to M. Cambon, dated 
Aug. 10, and already made public, In- 
formed him that Spain's note of Aug. 
7, accepting the terms of peace laid 
town by the United States, was not 
wpHcit and proposed a protocol to re- 
duce both parties to exactitude. The 
American commissioners now hold that 
fJio protocol itself was born of Spain's 
attempt to restore her Philippine sov- 
ereignty, though the Spanish memor- 
andum sauarely 
challenges such a 


contention.

When the 
department arrived the two stables 
were blazing merrily, shooting the 
angry flames thirty feet into the air 
and were just beginning to reach the 
rear of Dice's !i?ery stable. The first, 
line cf hose as attached to the plug 
at Fourth and Market and run around 
to the rear of the burning buildings, 
but this proved to be only child's 
play. The same old trouble with 
sand bobbed up and interfered with 
the effectiveness of the efforts of the 
firemen. 
The Seventh street engine 


was run out to the cistern near the 
esplanade and a respectable stream 
was soon playing on the front of the 
buildings. ,Tbe East End depart- 
ment was 'called immediatley and 
that engine joined the other at the 
cistern and soon rive streams were 
playing on the buildings with telling 
effect. Great volumes of dense, black 
smoke began rolling out of the livery 
stable windows. T'ne lire had gained 
too much headway and it was soon 
apparent to all that the livery stable 
and hotel were doomed and the • de- 
partment went to r.he rescue of the 
Stabler building, which had begun to 
fill with smoke atid was liable at any 
moment to burst into flames. In the 
rush and excitement of the firemen in 
trying to keep Geo. JJerthold out of 
their 
way, the Frick flour 
mill 


ticemedto'be forgotten, and had it 
ticit been for the heroic and prompt 
work of John J.'.rosvn, ex-lire chief, 
the mill would have been a complete 
luss and no telling how far down 
Fourth street beyond it would have 
burned.
